bench, that his roabes were ragges , that he had as mach need of 
a chirurgion as a Phyſition, ę that thus he came home tothe Cel, 
and with ſhame andſozrow began to ſay as followeth.

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ter he obeyed as a commandement, hee came fo his owne honſe , 
lined long with great wealth, and as much wozſhip as any one in 
Scyrum,and whether her be now lining J know not :bue whether 
he be 02 not, it (killeth not. 

Now Philautus, I baue told this tale to this ende, not that A 
thinke travailing to bee ill, if it bee vſed well, but that ſuch aduiſe 
bee taken, that the hozſe carry not his owne byivle,no2 youth rule 
himſelfe in his owne conceites. Beſides that, ſuch places are to be 
choſen, wherin to inhabite, that are as commendable fo vertues 
as buildings - where the maners are mozeto bee marked, than 
the men ſcen, And this was my whole dzift,either neuer to tta- 
uell, oz ſo to trauell, that although the purſe bee weakened, p mind 
may bee ſtrengthened. Fo2 not hee that hath ſeen moſt countries 
is molt to be eſtcemed,but he that learned bet conditions: ko: not 
ſo much are the ſituation of the places to be noted, as the vertues

They that dwell moge in the heart of 
the realme ſawe come, but liueby milk a; fleſh, + cloath themſeines 
in leather. Al the Britaines do dye thẽſe lues with woad, which ſet- 
- teth a blewiſh colour vpon chem, e maketh them moze terrible to 
behold in batfaile. They weare their haire long, o Haut all parts 
ol theic body,ſauing the bead and the lip. Diuers other vſes 
e cuſtoms are among them, as J haue read Philautus: But whether 
theſe bee true oz no, I will not ſap : loʒ mee thinketh an Jland ſo

neeveth no excuſe,noz feareth any accuſation. 

Laſtly pon conclude that neither art no2 hearte tan ſo (ef fo2th 
pour noble Nueene as ſhee deſerueth. I graunte it, and reiopee at 
it, and that is the cauſe ofour comming to ſee hir, whome none can 
ſufficiently commende:and pet doth it not follows, that becauſe 
wee cannot giue her as much as hee is wozthy of therefoze wee 
ſhouldnot owe hir any. But in this wee will imicate the olde 
Painters in Greece, who dzawing in their Tablesp poztraiturs 
of Jupiter, were enery houre mending ic, but durſt nener finiſh it.

Fo} as hee that veholdeth the Sun ltedfalkly thinking there hy 
to deſcribe it moze perfectlie,hath his etes ſo dazeledÞ he can diſ⸗ 
terne nothing, ſu fareth it with thoſe that ſeeke mernailoaſlp to 
pꝛaiſe thoſe that are without the compaſle of their judgements,F 
all compariſon,that þ mozsthat thep delire,p lelle they diſcerne, 
the neerer they thinkethemſclues in good will, the farther they 
de themſelues off in wiſdome, thinking to meaſure that by an 
inch which they tannot teach with an ell. And pet farther,it can 
bee neither hurtfull to von, noꝛ hatefull to pour 7 — to heare 
the tõmendat ton of a ſtranger, 02 to anſwere his honeft requeſt, 
who will wiſh tn hart no leſſe gloʒy to hir than pot doe, although 
they can wiſh no moze. And therefoze mee thinketh you haue of- 
fered a Itttle diſcourteſie, not to aunl werte us. and to ſuſpect vs, 
great tuiurit: hauing neither might to attempt any thing which 
may doe you hatme, noz malice to teuengt where we ä 
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Foz mine owne part this I ſay. o foz my fiend pꝛeſent, the like 
I vare ſweare, how boldly J cannot tell, how truly J know; that 
ther is not any ene. whether hee be bound by benefite 02 duetp, oz 
both: whether linked by zeale, oz time, oz blood, op all: that moze 
humbly teuerenceth hit Paieſtte, az matuaileth at hit wiſedame, 
02 pꝛaiech fo? hir long, pzoſperous and giozious raigne,than wee: 
then whom we acknowledge, none moze ſimple, f »ct dare avow, 
none moze fait hfull.CUAhich we ſpeake not to get ſcrnice by flatte- 
ry, but to ac quit out ſelues of ſuſpicion by faith:which is al that 
either a Pꝛince can deſire of his ſabiect,o2 a vaſſal yeeld to his ſo- 
ucraigne,and that which wee owe to pour Queene, aud all others 
ſhould offer, that either foz feare of punichment dare not offend, oz 
fo} loue of vertue wil not. 

Peere old Fidus interrupting poung Euphues, being almoſt in- 
duced by bis talketo anſwere his requeſt, pet as one neither too 
credulous,no} altogether miſtruſtfull, det replicd as a friend, # ſo 
lviſcly as he glanced from the marke Euphues ſhot at, 3 hit at the 
laſt the white which Philaucus ſer vp, as ſhall appeare hereafter. 
And thus he began. 

M Y ſonnes (mine age giveth me the pʒiuiledge of that tearme, 
and your honeſties canoc refuſe it) pon are too young to vn- 
derſtand matters offtate:# were pou elder to know them, it were 
not foz pour eſtates, And therefoze mee thinketh the time 
were but loft, in palling Hercules ſhooe vpon an Jafantes foote, 
od in ſetting Atlas burthen on a chilos ſhoulders, to bʒuiſe your 
backs w the burthen of a whole kingdome, which Jſpeake not, p 
either J miſtruſt pou, (foz pour replie hath reſolued that feare ) 02 
that I malice you(foz mp geod will may cleare me of that fault) 
02 that I dzead pour might ( foz pour ſmall power cannot ha ing 
me into ſuch a follie)bue g; J haue learned by experience, that to 
reaſon of Kings o P2inces, hath euer been much miſliked of che 
wile ,though much deſired of fools, eſpecially where old mẽ which 
ſhould be at their beads;bee coo buſie with the Court: and young 
men which ould follow theit books be too inquilitiue in the af- 
faires of Punces.C e ſhould not looke at that wee cannotreache, 
no long fo2 that we ſhoutd not haue:things aboue vs, art not fo} 
us, x therfoze are pʒintes placed vnder the * they ſhould 75 
, e 
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ſet what they doe vndet Pzinces that wee might not en · 
gaite what they doe: But as the fooliſh Eagle that ſeeing ö Sun 
toueteth to builde hir neaſt in the Sun: ſo fond youth, which view. 
ing the gloꝛy and gloziouſnes of the Court, longeth to knowe the 
ſecrets of the Court. But as the Eagle burueth out hir etes with 
that pꝛoud luſt:ſo doth youth bea k bis hearce with p peuiſh con- 
ceit. And as Satyrus not knowing what fire was, would needs em- 
bꝛate it,# was burned:ſu theſe fondSacyri not vaderſtiving what 
a p2ince is, runne baldlp to meddle in thoſe matters which they 
kaow not,4(o fecle wozthilp pᷣ heate they would not. And therfoze 
good Euphues # Philaucus,content pour ſelues in this that to be cu- 
rions in thinges you ſhould not enquire of, ił pou knowe th they 
appertaine not vnto pou, if you knew them not ,they cot hynder 
you. And let Apelles anſwere to Alexander, bee an excuſe foz mee, 
Abt Alexander would needs come to Apelles ſhop and paint, As 
lles placed him at his back,who going to his one wozk did not 
fo much as caſt an epe back, to ſet Alexanders deuiſes, which being 
well marked, Alexander ſaid thus vnto him: Art not thou a cun- 
ning Painter, wilt not overloooke my picture, # tell me where- 
in J haue done well, wherin (11? whom hee anſwered wiſely yet 
merrilye- : Jn faithD King, it is not fo2 Apelles to enquire 
what Alexander hath done, neither if hee ſhewe it mee, to iudge 
how it is done, and therelede did Jet your Mateſty at my backe, 
that J might not glauute towards a Rings work, g that pou loo- 
king ouer my head, might lee mine, fo2 Apelles hadowes are to 
be ſeene ol Alexander, but not Alexanders of Apelles. Be 
we Enphucs to frame our ſe lues in al our actions and deviſes as 
thoughthe King ſtood ouer vs co behold vs, and not to Tookewhat 
the king doth behindvs: Foz what ſoeuer he painteth tt is fv} his 
pleaſure, and we muſk thinkefo2 our p2ofit:foz Apelles, had his te- 
ward, though he ſaw not che wozke. 

J baue htard of a Magnifico in Millaine ( and J thinke Phi-+ 
lautus pou bring an Italian doe remember it,) who beartug his 
fonne inqitifecine of the Emperours life and demeandur kepft⸗ 
ended him ſhacply,ſaping : that it beſeemed not one of his hole 
tu enquire bow an Emperour lined, vnlelle he Himſelfe were an 
Emperour:f0z that Þ bevauiour & vlage of ſo honozable perſona- 
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ges axe not to be called in queſtion of tua one that doubtet h, 
but ofſuch as are their equalls. | 
Alexander being commanded of Philip his fat her, to wꝛaſtle in 
the games of Olympia,anſwered he would il there were a king to 
firive with him : wherby T baue noted (that others ſeeme to en- 
fozce ) that as kings paſtimes axe no plates fo2 cuerp one, ſo their 
ſecrets,their counſails,their deaitugs, are not to be either ſcanned 
02 enquired of, anp wap, vnleſſe of choſe that are in the like place, 
oz ſetus the like perſon. Jcannot tell whether it be a Canterbu- 
rie talt, oʒ a Fable in Actope, butpiettieit is, ( and true in my 
minde) That the Fore and the wolfe going both a filching fo 
foode,chought it beſt to ſee whether the Lion were aſlcepe oz a- 
wake,leaſt being too bold, they ſhould ſpeed tos badde.The Fere 
entering intothe Kings denne (a King J callthe T ton, )bzought 
wo tothe wolf that he was aſleepe, ę went bimſelfe to his owne 
kennell,the Mole deſirous to ſearch in the Lious denne, that he 
might eſpie ſomefault,oz ſteale ſome p2ap,entered boldly , whom 
the Lion caught in pawe s, and aſked what hee would? The ſillie 
Mol an vnapt terme fo2 a wolfe, yet fit, being in a Lions hands) 
anſwered,that vnderſtanding by the Fore hee was alltepe, hee 
thought hee might bee at libertie toſuruey his lodging: vato 
whom the pincely Lyon, with great diſdatne, though little deſ- 
pite,(foz that there can bee no enuy inaking )ſaid thus: Doelk 
thou thinke that a Lyon thy pzince and gouernour can flcepe , 
though bee winke, oz dareſtthouenquire whether hee winke 
02 wake? The Forehad moze craft then thou, and thou moze 
courage ( courage I will nat ſay, but boldneſſe : and boldneſſe is 
te good, I may ſay deſperateneſſe)but pou ſhall both well know, 
and to por griefes feele, that neither the wilineſſe of the Fore, 
noz the wildneſſe of the woolfe, oughte either to (ee oz aſke 
whether the Lyon either ſleep oz wake, bee at home o; abzoave , 
dead oz aliue. Foz this is ſufficienc foz pou to know that ther is a 
Lion, not where be is, oz what he doth. In like maner Euphues, is 
the gouernment of a Monarchie (though homely be pcompariſou, 
vet apt it is) that it is neither the wiſe Fore no) the malitious 
Wolfe,ſhould venture ſo far, as to learne whether the Lion leepe 
02 wake in his denne, whether the Pzince faſt,oz feaſt in v _ 
; F.2, ut 
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but this ſhould be theſpo2der to vuderftand there is a Ring, but 
what he dot h. ls fo2 the Gods to examine whoſe ozdinance hee is, 

not fo men whoſe ouerſrer he is. 

Then how vain is it Euphuesſ tos milde a wozdfo2 ſo mad a mind) 

that the foote ould neglect his office, to coprece the face, 02 that 

ſubects ſhould feeke moge to know what their Pzinces doe, than 

what chep are: wherein they hew themſelues as bad as beaſtts, 
and much wozſe then my Bees,who in my conceic,though I may 

ſet me partiall,obſerue moze oꝛder than they, and ( if I might ſap 

ſo of my gos Bees /moze honeſtie : honeſtte my old gr aundfat her 
called that, wh t᷑ men lived by law. not luſt:obſeruing in all things 
the meane, which we name vertue, and vertue we account nothing 
elſe but to deale juſtlie and temperatelie. 

And if I might crave pardon, I wold a little acquaint you with 
the common wealth of my Bees, which is neither (mpertinent to 
p matter we baut now in hand,ns2 tedious to make pou wearie. 
Euphues delighted with the diſcourſes of old Fidus, was content 
to heare any ching, ſo he might heate dim ſpeake ſomthing, o con- 
ſenting willing ly. he defied Fidus to go lo ward: who now remo- 

uing himfclfe neerer to the hiues, began as followeth, 
Gentlemen, J baue fog the ſpace of chele twenty peeres dwelt 
in this place, taking no delight in any thing, but onely in kee- 
ping my Bets g marking thf:# this I finde, which had J notleen 
T hold hardly haue beleeued,that they vſc as great wit by induc= 
tion, g arte by wozkmanſhippe, as euer man hath o; can,vſing be- 
tween themſclues no leſſe tuſtice than wiſedome, aud pet not ſo 
much wilevome as Maieſtie: {nlomuch as thou wouldeſt thinke p 
they were a kind of people,a common twelth foz Plato, where they 
all labour all gather hony,flie all together in a ſwarme, cate in a 
ſwarme, and leepe in aſwarme : fo neate and ſinelte, that they 
abhozre nothing ſo much as vncleanneſle, dzinking pure x cleare 
water, delighting in{weete #ſound muſicke, which if they heare 
but ance out ot tune, they flie out offight : and therefoze are they 
called the Buſes birdes, be cauſe they follow not the ſound ſo much 
as the content. They liue vader a lawe, vſing great reuerence to 
their Elder, as tothe wiſer , They chooſe a Bing, whole Palace 
thep frame, both bzauer in ſye we, and ſtronger in ſubſtaunce: 
whom 
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whome if they finde to fall, they — in his Th one, 
with no lefſe dutie than denot ion, garding him continually, as it 
were fo? feare hee ſhould miſcatty ſoꝝ loue hee ſhoulde not: whome 
they tender with ſuch faith + klausur, that whether ſotuer hee fii- 
eth they follow him, + if hee cannot flie, they carrte him, whole life 
they ſo loue, that they will not fo2 his ſafctieſſick to die, ſuch care 
haue they foz his health, on whome they build all their hope . Tf 
cheit Pꝛince die they know not how fo line, they languiſh, weepe, 
figh,neither intending their wo2k,noz keeping their old ſocietie, 
And that which is moſt matueilous and almof tacredible:itfthere 
bee any that hath diſobeted his commaundements, either of pur - 
poſe oa vuwit ting lie, dee killech himſelfe with dis owne Ning, as 
executioner of his owne Rubboznneſſe, The king himſelfe hath his 
ſing, which hee viech rather koz honour than punihment, And 
pet Euphues, albeit they liue vader a Pzince. they haue their pzt- 

niledge. and as great liberties as Craight latwes, They call a 
Parliament, wherein they conſult fo: lawes, Natutes, penalties, 
chooling officers, and creating their Ring. not by affection, but rea- 
. (an : not by the greater part, but the better. And it᷑ ſuch a one by 
chaunce bee choſen (fo among men ſometimes the wozſte ſpeede 
de ſt) as is bad, then is there ſuch ciuill warte aud diſſenſion, that 
vnt ill hee be pluckt down ther can bee no friendſhip:# ouert ho- 

en,there is no enmitie.not fighting ſoꝛ quatre ls, but quietneſſe. 
Either ove hath his office, ſome trimming the Monte, ſome wozk- 
ing the Max, one framing hiues, another the combes, and that ſo 
artifictallie,that Dædalus could not with greater art o2 erceilencp 
bettet diſpoſe the ozders, meaſures, pzoportions, diſtinetions, 
iopntes, and circles. Oiuers heaw,others poliſh, and are carefull 
to doe their wozk ſo ſtrong lie, as they may reſiſt the crafe of ſuch 
dꝛones as (eek to liue by their laboꝛs, which maketh them to keep, 
to watch F ward, as lining in a camp toothers, tas ina court to 
themſe lues. Mucha care of chaſtity, that they neuter engender, fuch 
a deſire of cleanneſſe, p there is not lo much as meate in all thai 
biues, When they goe foozth co worke, they marke the winde, the 
cloudes,# whatlocuer doth threaten either their tuine o rage, E 
hauing gathered out of every flower hony, thep returne loaden in 
their mouthes, thighs,wings,and alithe bodp,whome they that 
73 tarried 
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tartied at home receiug readily, as caſing their backsofſo greate 
burthens. The k elle not idle goeth vp g powne, intrrat- 
ing. thꝛeat ning, cõmannding. vſing p counſell of a ſequell, but not 
looſing þ digit ie ol ap2ince,pzeferring thoſe j labour in greater 
authozity ,# puniſhing thoſechat loitet w due ſeuerity. Al which 
things being much adiixable pet this is moſt, that thep are ſo 
zolitable,vzinging vnto man both hany and ware, each ſo whole 
— we al deſire it. both lo neceſlatie.p̊ wee cannot miſſe them. 
Heere Euphues ts a cõmon wealth which oftentimes calling to my 
minde, I cãnut chooſe hut commend aboue any that I haue either 
read 02 heard of, Where the Ring is not fo euery one to talk of, 
whe ther is ſuch hemage, ſu ch lone, ſuch labour, þ J haue withev 
oftentimes rather to be a Bee. than not to be as I ould bee, Tn 
this little garden with theſe hiues, in this houſe haue J ſpent the 
better part ol my lite.yea,# the beſt: q was neuer buſie in matters 
of fate, but referring al my. cares vato the wiſedome of graut 
counſatlozs,4 my confidence to t he noble minde of my dzead ſoue - 
ralgne # Nueene, neuer aſking whatſhee dio, but alwates pap. 
ing ſhee map do well, not inquiring whether hee might doe what 
ſhe wold,but thinking (he would do nothing but what ſhe might. 

Thus contented with a meane eſtate, and neuer cut tous of 
the high eſtate, J found me ſuch quiet that me thinketh he which 
knoweth leaſt, liueth longeR;inſomuch that J chooſe rather co 
be an Hermit ia a caue, then a counſelloar in the Court. 

Euphues petceiuing old Fidus to ſpeake what hee thoughf,and- 
ſwered him in theſe ſhozt wozdes. Oer is very obſtinate, whome 
neither reaſon no2 experience can perſwade. And truly ſeeing pou 
haue alleaged both, I muſt needes allow both. And i my fozmer 
requeſt have bzed any offence , let my latter repentance make a 
mends.And pet this I know, that I enqufred nothing that might 
bzing you into danger, oz me into trouble: Fo2 as pong as am, 
this J haue learned, that one may point at a ſar but not pull at 
it, and ſee a Pzince,but not (earch him:and foꝛ mine owne part, 
neuer meane to put mine hand betweene the barke and the tree, 
no:ta matters which are not foz mee to bee ouer · curious. The 
common wealth of pour Bees did ſo delight mee, that J was 
not a litt le ſozie, that either their c ſtates haue not beene longer 
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3 moze, fo in ae eee Tharf wi 
ſuch an o2derlp — 2 
tate them, noz you weary to-keope them. 
They hauing fpent much time in cheſe diſcourſes, were called in 
to ſupper . Philautus mote willing to eate than heare c hett tales, 
was not the laſt that went in: where being all (ct downe, they 
were ſetued all in earchen diſhes,all things ſo nt ate and cteanlie, 
that they percelued a Rinde of court iy maieftie in the mide of 
ther hoſt, though he wanted matter to ſhew it in his houſe. 

Philautus I know not whether of naturemelancholy oz feeling 
one in bis boſome,ſpake ſcarce ten wo2ds ſince his comming into 
the houle of :dus,CUbich the old man well noting, began merri- 
ly thus to parlye wich him. 

Peruaile Gentleman, that all this time you haue been tongue 

tied, eyther thinking not your ſelfe weſcome, oꝛ diſdaining ſo 
hamely entertainment in the one you doe mee wong, foz Jthinke 
I baue not ſhewed my ſelfe ſtrange,foz the other you muſt par vou 
met lo that I haue not co due as J woulde, but as J may. And 
though England bet no graunge, but peeldetheucry thing, yet is it 
heere as — all td mom. And it port will but hm 
a willing minde in ſtead of a colflp repaſt, I ſhall thinke 
ſelfe beholding vnco you :and if time (true and my Bees 
2 — wil make you part ot ainenvs wich/abefter b2eakfeft 

autus thus replied : Ykoow good father my 7 
than any wates J can requice, æ my cheere moge bountifull then 
tuer J ſhall deſerue, and though J ſeeme ilent kor matters tha 
trouble me, yet I would not haue pou thiak me pity, the 
ſhould either diſdain your company,o) MHH e your t her t, ol 
which { thinne ſo well p ik time might anſwere my true men- 
ning, Þ would erceede in colt, thoug in turteſie Y knowe not how 
to compare with pou,to2 SE flatterte bee it fpoken (ifrhe 
c6mon curteſte of Engla wozſe khen this towards — 
gets, I mut noeves bn adorn be hoppy that trauajte into the 
Coaſts, and the indabttants the mot ot all Countries. 
Deere began Eufhues to takt thje talt ont of Philaurus? 
and to plate with bun fr dis melunchelle moove , xtaming 
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O Fatber, I vurlt ſweare fo: my friend, that both hee think- 
eth himſclfe welcome, and his fare good, but you muſt par. 
don a pong coortier,who in the abſfce of his Ladie thinketh 
bimſelfe fozlozne : And this vile dogge Loue wil ſoxanklc where 
hee biteth,that I feare mp friends ſoze, will bzeed to a fiſtula : fo 
pou map perccine that hee is not where hee lives, but where hee 
lones:and mote thoughts hath bee in his head, than you Bees in 
pour hiues, and better it were fo2 him to bee naked among your 
waſps,though his body were all bliſtered, than to haue his heart 
ſtung ſo with affection, whereby he is ſo blinded. But beiceue me 
Fidus,he taketh as great delight to courle a cogitation of loue, as 
pon do to vſe pout time with Dony. Jn this plight hath de beene 
euer ſince his comming out of Naples, ſo hath it wzounht with 
bim (which J had thought impoſſible ) that pure lone did make 
bim Sea ſicke,inſomuch as in al my trauaile with him, J ſeemed 
to euery ont tobeare with mee the picture ofan honeſt man ut 
noliuing perſon,the moze pittie and pet no fozce. | 
Philautus taking Euphues tale by the end, and þ old man by the 
arme,betweene gricfe game, ieſt ꝶ carneſt, aunſwered him thus. 
+ Vphues would die if he ſhauld not talke of loue once in a day 
therfoze you muſt giue him leaue after euerie meale to cloſe his 
ftomack with loue,as WParmalade,# I baue heard, not choſe 
ſap nothing, but thep that hic kt ofcneft againſt lone, are eucr u 
loue: pet doth he vile me as the meane to moone the matter, and 
asthe man to make his mpzrour, hee himſelfe knowing beft the 
- paice of cozne,not by the market folkes, but his owne faot ſteppes. 
But if he vle his ſpeech, either to make you merrie,oz to put mee 
out of conceite,hee doth well, you muſt thank him fo; the ent, 1 
will thinke on him foz the other. J haue oftentimes \wozne; p J 
am as far fro loue as he, yet wil he not belceue me, as iuctedulous 
as thoſe,who think none bald till they ſee his bzaines, As Euphucs 
was making anſwere, Fidus p ed him in this manner; 
Mann ilaurus, log whether you leur 02 Eu- 
ieũ, this (al bzeed no farre. It may hee when {F was as 
pong as pou, I was as idle as pou(though in my opinion, there is 
none leſſe idle chen a louer, )F oz ts telithe truth, I my ſelfe was 
once acourtier, in the baics of that mot noble King of famous 
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memodfe Henry the eight, father to dur mot gratious Ladic Eli- 
zabeth,Where,and with that he pauſed, as thougt the remembe- 
vance of his old life had toppen his newe ſpeech : but Philaurus it 
ching to heare what he would ſate, deſired him to goe foxward,vu- 
to whom Fidus fetching a great igh,ſaiv, J will. nd there again 
made a full point. Philautus burning, as it were, tn veſire of this 
diſcourſe,vrged him again with great intreatie:then the olde man 
commaundedthe boozd to be vncouered, grace being ſaid, calley 
for ſtooles, and ſitting bp the firs ,vitered the whole diſcourſe of 
bis love which bzought Philautus a bed, and Euphues alleepe. And 


nom Gentlemen, if you will giue eare to the tale of Fidus, it map 


be ſome will be as watchfull as Philautus, though many as dꝛou- 
fie as Euphues.Ynd thus he beegan with heauie countenance ( as 
though his paines were pzeſent,not paſt )to frame his tale. 


Mas bozne in the wild of Kent, of honeff parents c wozſhipful, 
whoſe tender cares (if thefondneſſe of parents may beſo termed) 
pꝛouided all things,euen from mp very cradle. vnt ill their graues, 
that might either bing mee vp in good letters, 02 make mee heire 
to greatelinings. I ( Wout arrogancy be it ſpoken) was not infert- 
92 in wit to many, which finding in my ſelf, I flattercv my ſelf, but 
inß end deceiued myſelf: fo2 being of the age of rr. yeares, there 
was no trade oz kind of life, p either fitted my humour o2 ſerued 
my turne, but the Courte: thinking that place the only meanes 
to climbe high and ſit ſure, Wherein J followed the vaine of 
young Souldiers, who indge nothing (werter then warre, kill 
they leele the weight. I was there entertained as well by pgreate 
friends my father made, as by mine owne fozwardneſſe, where 
it being now but honte Poone, J endeuorzred co Coutt it wich a 
grace, ( almoſt paſtgrace ) laying moze on mp backe, than my 
friends could well beare,haufng many times a bzaue cloake, and 
a thread bare purſe, Who ſo couerſant with the ladies as J ? who 
lo pleaſant?who moze pz0digall?Tnfomuch as J thonxht the time 
lol which was not ſpent either in their companie with delight, oz 
fo2 their company in letters. Among al the troup of gallant gen- 
tlemen, Y ſingled out one (in whome J miſliked nothing but his 


grauity)that aboue all I mcant to truſt: who as well fo2 the good 
G quali- 
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qualities he ſaw in me, as the little gouernment he feared in met. 
began one night to vtter thele few wozas. * 

Friend Fidus (if foztune allow a tearme ſo familiar) J would 
JT might line to lee thee as wiſe, as A percetue thee wittie , then 
Gold thy life be ſo ſeaſoned, as neither too much wit might make 
thee pz0ud,noz too great riot pooze. My acquaintance is not great 
with thy perſon, but luch inlight haue J into thy conditions, that 
T feare nothing ſomuch,as that there thou catche thy fall, where 
thou thinkeſt to take thy riſing. There belongeth moze to a Cours» 
tier then bzauery,which the wiſe laugh at: 02 perſanage , which 
the chat mark not: oꝛ wit, which the moſt part lee not. 

It is ſober and diſcreet behantour,cinil and gentle demeanoz, 
that in Court winneth both credit and commoditie : which coun- 
fell, thy varipenedpeeres think to p2ocecd rather ofthe malice of 
age, than the good meaning. 

Toryde well is laudable, & J like it:to run at the tilt not a- 
mille,# I deſire it; to teuell, much to be pꝛaiſed, g J haue vſed it: 
which things as J know them al to bee Courtipe, ſo fo my part 
acceũt them neceſſarie foz where greateſt aſſemblies are of noble 
gentlemen, there old be p greteſt exerciſe of true nobſlify. And 
A am not ſo pꝛeciſe, but that Þ eſteem it as expedient in feates of 
armes & actiuitie to imploy p bod ie, as in ſcudie to waſte þ mind, 
yet ſo ſhould the one bee tempered with the other, as it mighe 
ſeeme as great a ſhame to bee valiaut and courtly without lear- 
ning, as to be fudious # bookiſh without valour, 

But there is another thing Fidus which J am to warne thee 
of and il I might, co wicſt thee from: not that IJ enuy thy eſtate, 
but that I would not haue thee fo2get it. Thou vſeſt too much (a 
uttle 4 think co bee too much)to dallp with women, which is the 
next way to doate on them. Foz as they pangle fo2 the Toztois, 
bauing auce caught him are dzinen into ſuch a litherneſſe, that 
they locks all their (pirices being benummed, ſo they that ſeeke to 
obtain the god wil of ladies, having once a litle hold of their loue, 
they Are daiuen into (uch a trance, that they let goe the holde of
